3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 8, 10-14 and 
16-26 are allowed. 

Claims 8 and 10 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the 
inclusion of the step of applying a frequency history to a synthesizer for an approximately 
twenty-five second of frequency history as recited in claim 8 or the step of forcing a phase 
measurement circuit into a zero phase error state by preloading a phase counter with a zero on an 
edge of an input signal as recited in claim 10. 

Claim 14 is allowed for the same reason noted in claim 13 and the rest of the claims are 
allowed for the reasons noted in the previous Office action.
